Senate Approves

SAC’s. Senate unanimously ap- 
proved 23-year-old Wayne Mil- 
ler’s appointment as Associate 
Justice of the Superme Court 
Tuesday. 


Senator Dave Bishop, speak- 
ing for the Special Committee to 
Investigate Presidential Appoint- 
ments, said Miller would be an 
impartial justice because he had 
“no axe to grind” since he has 
not been in student government 
before. 

Senator Barbara Pomar intro- 
duced a bill to authorize the SAC

He 
suggested that the Activities 
Committee should ‘‘ask for 
specific dates.” 

The Senate learned that the

The 
bill was sent back to the Activ- 
ities Committee for clarification.

Also accepted was Senator 
Whitney’s bill which seats the 
senators according to seniority. 

A bill which set Oct. 26-29 as

tor Paul Kong. The Senate voted 
in favor of sending the bill to 
committee for consideration. 

Senator Randy Beaton intro- 
duced a bill that would present 
SAC high-jumper Ed Caruthers 
with honorary lifetime member- 
ship with the Associated Stu- 
dents. Senator Beaton’s bill was 
passed unanimously.

YDs Hear Prof Discuss 


‘Political Pornography’ 


Dr. Julian Foster, co-author of 
“None Dare Call it Reason’ was 
the guest speaker at the Tuesday 
meeting of the SAC Young 
Democrats. Dr. Foster is a Pro- 
fessor of Political Science at 
California State College at Ful- 
lerton. 

“How to write Political Porno- 
graphy,” was the topic of the 
speech. He discussed three books 
written to defame President 
Lyndon Johnson, including ‘A 
Choice Not an Echo,” “A Texan 
Looks at Lyndon,” and “None 
Dare Call It Treason.” 


“A Choice Not an Echo” was 
the “gossip of the tennis club... 
the book said we really haven’t 
had a good Republican candidate 
since Alf Landon,” said Dr. Fos- 
ter. 

“A Texan Looks at Lyndon’”’ is 
built on coincidences, according 
to Dr. Foster. One sentence, for 
examples, states: “For some 
reason there is no record of tele- 
phone calls from Johnson to Billie 
Sol Estes.” 


“None Dare Call it Treason,”’ 
according to Dr. Foster, falls 
back on non-assertations, such as, 
“Tt has been asserted that Arthur 
Goldberg is the head of a Com- 
munist Labor Union.” 

Dr. Foster investigated the 
statement about Goldberg and 
found that it had originally come 
from “The Wanderer” a small

Dr. Foster said “None Dare 
Call It Treason” was written with 
the idea that “Dead people can’t 
sue you... you can attribute 
almost anything to people who 
are dead!’’ 

Students learned that when 
author John Stormer was asked 
about Dr. Foster’s publication 
“None Dare Call It Reason,” 
Stormer picked up the book, 
read a few lines and then threw 
it away, saying ‘What trash.” 


Dr. Foster had questioned 
Stormer about certain statements 
in his book but he refrained from 
answering “‘because he had left 
his notes back in Missouri.” 

Following his speech, Dr. Fos- 
ter answered questions presented 
by the members of the YDs.

Herbert Clark Hoover, the “Grand Old Person of the Grand 
Old Party,” is dead.

Paying Fines 


Are you having trouble finding 
aA parking place on campus? If 
you are, you’re not alone. 

Six hundred and fifty parking 
stalls are up for grabs five days 
p week for 5600 students. 


William Honer has so far tol- 
erated the use of the perimeter 
stalls along 17th St., but he re- 

inds students that cars found 

inside the perimeter may be im- 
pounded, said Dean of Men Stu- 
dents William Corser. 
“A’ ‘few students have been 
thoughtless in throwing litter in 
he parking lot, and there are 
reports of careless driving,” re- 
marked Corser. 

“Trresponsibility in this matter 
onstitutes conduct unbecoming 
of a student and may result in re- 
striction,’”’ Corser continued. 
The campus security officer 
as issued an average of 50 tick- 
ets a week. Students getting 
ickets should pay their fines on 
ime or they will be doubled, Cor- 
ser said. 

SAC’s administration is trying 
0 find a temporary solution to 
he problem. There is a planned 
Additional 900 stalls, but this will 
onstitute a major construction 
job and won’t be completed until 
1966, according to Corser. : 

Corser is considering the idea 
pf using that area behind the 
barracks as a parking lot. “It 

ould require a temporary sur- 
”* he explained. 


“There are open areas for 
parking near the south end, off 
campus along the residential 
streets,’ said Corser. “If more 
students used this area it would 
help to alleviate the problem.” 


The question of the reduction 
in faculty stalls for the use of 
students was put to Corser. He 
said “all of these stalls are 
assigned to teachers and will re- 
main that way. During the peak 
of the student parking, the fac- 
ulty stalls are usually all filled 
up.”
